first postw ar anti-trust case to­ 
day

Taylor filed a petition in Greene 
county circuit court nam ing nine 
defendant milk companies for al­ 
legedly combining to control the 
price of milk in that county. 
T aylor’s petition asks that the 
companies 
be 
restrained 
from 
any further “agreem ents” during 
hearing of the case, then a per­ 
petual en joinder to prevent price 
fixing agreem ents and such fines 
as the court deems proper. 
It 
was 
filed 
in 
circuit court 
by Drake Watson, an assistant in 
T aylor’s 
office. 
The 
petition 
alleged 
that the 
companies since July last year 
had combined 
to 
fix 
prices of 
raw, pasteurized and homogenized 
milk and to limit the supply to 
consumers to hold the price up. 
Three Cent Increase 
The first meeting of the de­ 
fendants occurred in July, Taylor 
declared, and resulted in a three 
cents 
a 
qua rt 
increase 
in 
the 
wholesale price of milk and 
a 
2G 
cent increase 
in the retail 
price. 
In October, the petition 
added, another meeting brought 
about a further increase of two 
cents retail and wholesale. 
In late January, it continued, 
the companies agreed to cut the 
wholesale 
price 
to 
18 
cents 
a 
qua rt and the retail price to 20 
cents.
